Way banks serve the same useful pur­ 
pose as lire or life insurance companies. 
The Populist pretense that bankers 
want money scarce so that business w ill 
be depressed is w holly untrue. 
In dull 
times bankers suffer like merchants and 
manufacturers. 
They cannot loan their 
funds, w hile they are nearly always 
bound to pay interest on the deposits 
loaned to them. 
Every sensible banker 
is anxious for tin* greatest possible pros­ 
perity. 
1 he banker of whom the cheap 
money advocates dream and write is a l­

We publish today a letter from Rev. 
W ill P. Turner, a Methodist missionary 
At ho was sent from Georgia t<» J apan 
several years ago. 
Mr. Turner keeps in touch w ith a f­ 
fairs in his native land and sees the ef 
fort that is being made to “ J a pa n” our 
currency. His letter shows what we can 
expect should that calamity befall us. 
A labor leader in Texas a few days 
ago advised the workingmen to vote for 
the free and unlim ited coinage of silver.

m ig ht enrich themselves at the expense»

This attempt to create a cla ss preju

for business men. 
Not only are the statements untrue, but 
they are designed to appeal to the envy 
and hatred of those who think that 
their fa ilure is due to tlie success of 
others.

The Manufacturer have the audacity to 
say that a cheap dollar which would 
buy loss goods would be a greater ben© 
fit to this li'ist of producers? 
Tlnm we have the great, agricultural 
interest, with its m illions of worker 
producing grain, cotton, etc. 
No one 
w ill d< ny that they are producers 
Yet 
are they not Ix'uefited by receiving motl­ 
ey which has a high purchasing power? 
Is there a farmer in America who does 
not want. s« i far as he is personallvcon 
cerned, the dollars which w ill buy most 
of a ll the tilings which he consumes? If 
there are any who prefer the other kind 
they con Id ea sily be accommodated with 
Mexican “ dollars. ” which Will only buy 
5 8 cents’ worth of goods in this country.
